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AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL INTERIOR DESIGNERS AND DECORATORS 


Let’s take a quick look into the past and then a long look into the future. Twenty-seven years ago a talented and 
dedicated group of professionals with a great deal of vision decided to form the American Institute of Decorators. 
Individually each member of this founders’ group had achieved success and professional recognition. Their only 
motive was to contribute to the growth of a vocation and profession that had served them well. 

From their initial effort the American Institute of Decorators has grown to twenty-seven Chapters encompassing 
the forty-nine states and several foreign countries. Today it is truly national in scope and professional in talent. 

It is now possible, due to an enlarged membership classification, for practically any one practicing interior design 
and decoration to become affiliated with the American Institute of Decorators. You can apply for (1) Active 
Membership, (2) Affiliate Membership, (3) Associate Membership, or (4) Student Affiliate Membership. 

Active Membership requirements are as follows: Completion of a four-year degree course of college level (or its 
equivalent in credit hours of attendance) with major in interior design and decoration, plus four years or more 
of practical experience in a recognized establishment of interior design and decoration, including complete supervision 
of contracts. Alternate requirements for Active Membership are completion of two years of academic work of college 
level, plus three years of technical training in a chartered school of design, plus four years or more of practical experi- 
ence in a recognized establishment of interior design and decoration, including complete supervision of contracts; or 
completion of three years of technical training in a chartered school of design, plus six years or more of practical 
experience in a recognized establishment of interior design and decoration, including complete supervision of contracts. 
The Board of Governors of A.I.D. may consider applications, after detailed investigation, from persons lacking the 
above technical training, but who have had (after high school graduation) ten years of practical experience, including 
complete supervision of contracts. 

Affiliate Membership may be considered as an interim membership classification. It is designed for those individuals 
who at the present time do not qualify for Active Membership because they lack either the educational or practical 
experience requirements. If an individual has the educational requirements as set forth under the alternates for 
Active Membership, he is eligible for Affiliate Membership and will automatically become an Active Member when 
the experience requirements have been met. 

The profession should welcome this interim or Affiliate Membership classification, for it means that one can now 
become affiliated with the A.I.D. before he has met the requirements for Active Membership. 

There are two other membership classifications, Associate Membership open to educators, designers and members 
of the press, and Student Affiliate Membership for students attending a school of interior design recognized by the 
National Committee on Education of the A.I.D. who have completed at least one full year of attendance and who are 
recommended by school authorities for their high scholastic standing and professional attitude toward their studies. 
Membership in this category may continue until one full year after graduation at which time the individual becomes 
eligible for Affiliate Membership. 

As you can see, the membership classification structure of the American Institute of Decorators is now broad enough 
to encompass practically everyone actively engaged in the practice of interior design and decoration. 

It is well for you to remember that the standing of your profession today is in great measure due to the American 
Institute of Decorators. It is through its efforts that you can proudly refer to your vocation as a profession. 

Now let’s take a long look into the future. 

No professional group in America has grown as rapidly as has this profession in the past ten years. I think it is 
significant that unlike the architect, the interior designer is not dependent upon the construction of new buildings. 
If there were not another building erected in this country for the next twenty years, interior designers could be kept 
busy redesigning the interiors of existing buildings. This fact alone gives an econumic stability to your profession 
not enjoyed by the architectural profession. Basically, your profession has stability. 

Now how secure are you as a professional group? Your security is in your own hands. It depends upon the merit 
of your work and your professional awareness. Most of the larger architectural and industrial design firms do recognize 
that oe talent is required to cope with the interior design and decoration of interior spaces that they have 
created. 

Recognition that interior design and decoration is a highly specialized talent closely allied but not within the 
framework of the architect’s training or experience is growing in the architectural profession. Also within the archi- 
tectural profession there is a growing respect for the American Institute of Decorators and the profession which it 
represents. A good example of this awareness is the Habana Hilton Hotel shown in this issue. Welton Becket Associates 
were the architects, and it was their interior design department that did the interior design and decoration of the 
hotel. James McQuade, a member of the American Institute of Decorators, was the Becket on-the-job interior designer 
and decorator. 

There is always added strength in qualified numbers. Also in strength there is security. You, can strengthen the 
professional organization that has done so much for, your profession by applying for membership. 

The American Institute of Decorators is not a club any more than the American Institute of Architects or the 
American Medical Association are clubs. Its mission is a serious one. It is dedicated to raising the standards of the 
profession. This is being accomplished by working with schools, colleges and universities in establishing more com- 
prehensive courses of study; by working for a higher standard of ethics within the profession; and with the trades 
serving this profession by lending its influence in raising the level of design within the industry and educating the 
public to the value of the services performed by the professional interior designer and decorator. 
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Subtlety and sophistication in keeping with the fash- 
ionable trend of casualness of living, rather than formal- 
ity, characterize the designing of the Riverside Drive 
apartment in New York, as completed by Designers Hans 
Weiss and William Basser for Dr. and Mrs. M. Scharf- 
stein. Besides a capable and studied distribution of color 
in a delightful and subtle color scheme, the sophisticated 
features include paneling on two walls of the living room, 
bar-cabinet and divider between dining room and foyer 
—a logical demarcation of the areas—an adjustable 
hanging lamp over the specially designed dining table, 
and the furniture arrangement throughout. Other subtle

qualities in designing are evident in such excellent archi- 
tectural innovations as indirect lighting introduced above 
the paneling of the living room, the bookshelves and 
vitrine in the paneling itself, the installation of pylons 
in the foyer as part of the room divider, the provision for 
potted plants in the garden corner of the living room, 
and introduction of a sofa for television viewing in the 
bedroom. The colorful handwoven Ecuadorian rug in the 
dining area, the carved framing of the room divider, 
and specially designed table with dining surface a con- 
tinuation of the serving shelf atop the built-in storage 
cabinets, are additional features.

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House on the Roof 


One of the most dramatic entrance halls in America is 
that in the House on the Roof, a redesigned penthouse 
erected on the roof of Hotel Sherman, in Chicago, with a 
free-hanging circular staircase extending three stories 
in height. Another notable feature about this penthouse 
is that it is constructed and decorated in the manner of 
a private house, with interiors designed by Everett Brown 
Associates, of San Francisco and New York. The stair 
hall opens on the first floor and extends to the second, 
where are located a spacious living room, a solarium 
extending the entire length of the house, a kitchen 
equipped to handle small dinners as well as banquets, 
and a foyer-bar area which can be completely enclosed 
by a sliding louvered wall; for discriminating guests, 
there are on the third floor four completely equipped 
bedrooms with the beauty of a well-appointed house. 

The walls of the stair hall are covered in English 
lavender wool suede fabric complementing scarlet carpet- 
ing and balustrade and white woodwork. The walls of 
the entrance foyer, opening into the living room, are 


covered in saffron wool suede fabric; and scarlet appears 


lf 


again in the velvet of window hangings in a simple formal 
decorative treatment, this formal style repeated in the 
terrazzo floor with brass inlay. 

The walnut wood paneling of the living room is com- 
plemented by gold velveteen overcurtains and a gleaming 
metal leaf ceiling in soft matching gold, with the main 
source of color the carpet in petit point needlework from 
France. The borne in the center of the room is an exact 
duplicate of the original in the Strawberry Mansion at 
Fairmount Park, and is set underneath a fine Second 
Empire crystal chandelier. 

A magnificent panorama of Chicago is offered by the 
solarium with its overscaled Japanese lanterns, Edwardian 
wicker and wrought iron furniture and playing fountain 
assembled beneath a striped canopy roof, all in a stimu- 
lating butter yellow, white and black color scheme. 

The House on the Roof is designed to offer a distin- 
guished setting for business meetings, luncheons and 
receptions of every kind, and at the same time afford 
living quarters for groups who wish to use the luxurious 
accommodations of a modern hotel.

Highlight of the exhibition floor is a special Panorama 
display which will be used to herald what is new in the 
interior design world. Scheduled to be changed every 
six weeks, Panorama will be devoted to such themes as 
new developments, award-winning designs, new ma- 
terials and products. The first display, called “Impulse,” 
has been imaginatively designed by Tom Lee and points 
up the important role of materials for interior designing. 
According to Mr. Lee, “the designer may apply ancient 
or modern principles, many techniques and tools, but in 
his search for new ideas of applications he derives his 
impulse to design from the materials themselves.” 

The domed structure which houses the materials is 
itself constructed of materials being featured, from the 
translucent flooring which is lighted below to pick up 
colors set beneath the surface, to laminated plastic and 
glass in the walls and dome, Circling the translucent 
structure are examples of see-through materials—bead 
curtains, iron grillework, architectural bamboo; while an 
outer circle of walls shows more opaque materials such 
as stone, metal, wood and ceramics. Next, many types of 
wall coverings are exhibited, and in the corners are the 
latest in fabrics, textures and colors for wall, floor, win- 
dow and furniture coverings. 

Lectures, forums and fills are being planned to tie in 
with the changing Panorama themes, and future displays 
will spotlight such subjects as color, lighting, office plan- 
ning and accessories, Foreign governments are also be- 
ing invited to send the best of their design products for 
exhibition. 

As important as the Design Center is destined to be, 
it will, of course, never replace the wholesale showrooms. 
Its function is not intended to show manufacturers’ lines 
in depth but to show market availability of products in 
as wide a scope as possible. It is also totally different 
in function, as well as impact, from the National Home- 
furnishings Show which is designed primarily to empha- 
size the end use of products by interior designers, while 
the Center is basically preoccupied with the dissemination 
of information on the product itself.

There is no admission charge, and nothing will be sold 
in the Center; in fact, manufacturers are not allowed to 
man their exhibits, and all inquiries will be handled 
through an Information Bureau, designed to serve both 
the trade and the consumer, A comprehensive cross- 
reference index in the Information Bureau library covers 
every phase of interior design from residential to con- 
tract. The interior designer will find complete product 
descriptions of all merchandise at the Center, manufac- 
turers’ catalogs from the United States and abroad, and 
a special feature called the “Kard-Veyer” which is a 
mechanized cross-reference index to answer such questions 
as what is available on the market in new Scandinavian 
or French period furniture, in textured rugs or wall 
paint, including the product’s color-range, dimensions 
and price. 

Accredited interior designers are invited to apply for 
a “DCI” card which entitles them to unrestricted admis- 
sion to the Center, subscription to a newsletter, and pro- 
fessional listing in directories to be maintained in the 
Center’s library. The listing of interior designers 
throughout the United States is part of the Design Center’s 
service to the public, and names will be given for refer- 
ence when prospective clients request them. Trained per- 
sonnel will also be on hand to give detailed information 
regarding engaging and working with professionals 
which is but part of a proposed, long-range educational 
program to help dispel the bugaboo in the public’s mind 
regarding decorators. 

In addition to the reference resources, the Design 
Center offers research facilities for market analysis, con- 
sumer polling, trade polling, product acceptance, and 
research on color and other phases of interior design. 
Two special projects still in the planning stages are a 
restaurant and special exhibit hall to be built on the 
roof. The proposed restaurant would be for the trade 
only and could be reserved by special groups; the exhibit 
hall is flexibly designed so that trade groups, interior 
designer organizations and other related gatherings 
could rent all of part or part of the large hall (63 by 
75 feet), set up exhibits, hold meetings or banquets. 
For unusually large gatherings, the restaurant and hall 
could be used as a single unit. 

The success of the Design Center is almost certainly 
assured, partly because of Mr. Ginsberg’s careful prepa- 
ration and extensive consultations with an advisory board 
consisting of leaders in all phases of design. Equally im- 
portant, however, is his awareness of an important shift 
in the distribution channels of quality home furnishings. 
Last year, for example, the volume of home furnishings 
sold through interior designers totaled about one-fourth 
as much as the total home furnishings retail sales in the 
“mass” market. With the average income climbing, con-

All furniture, fixtures and wall decoration in 
the charming El Patio Bar and the El Caribe 
Supper Club were executed under the direction 
of Mario Arellano whose staff of skilled crafts- 
men is equipped to handle complete units of 
design from plastering and painting to furni- 
ture and lighting. Mr. Arellano’s work can 
also be seen in such outstanding luxury restau- 
rants in Havana as La Floridita (a favorite 
spot of Ernest Hemingway’s), Monsigneur, and 
the Havana Country Club . . . Marta Arjona, 
designer of the ceramic tile table tops used on 
the guest room balconies, is one of Cuba’s lead- 
ing ceramists . . . Carlos and Gustavo Arnavat, 
whose firm Arnavat e Hijos supplied all the 
upholstered wood and cane furniture in the 
lobby, are considered among the top furniture 
craftsmen in Cuba, excelling in contemporary 
design . . . Four original paintings in the Cas- 
tellana Suite are the work of artist Eduardo 
Abela, a former member of the Cuban Foreign 
Service. Mr. Abela’s forte is small-size paint- 
ings, meticulously executed, and in 1957 he 
was the first to receive recognition from the 
President of Cuba as an “Artista de Honor” .

Reproductions of paintings by artist Mirta 
Cerra enhance the decorative quality of the 
guest rooms ... A series of whimsical draw- 
ings painted directly on the concrete surface 
of the wall in an area set aside for children on 
the swimming pool terrace is by caricaturist 
Juan David whose work has appeared in United 
Nations pamphlets, and the magazine “Bohemia” 
. . . Three lithographs in the deluxe suites are 
by Rolando Lopez Dirube who has created 
murals for such installations as the Hotel 
Riviera casino and the new sports palace in 
Havana. His wood engravings are also in the 
collections of the Tate Galleries in London .. . 
Roberto Estopinan, one of Cuba’s most promis- 
ing young sculptors, created the striking bronze 
and glass sculpture which dominates the large 
splashing fountain in the main lobby. One of 
a long list of commissions, this 8-foot high group 
of fishes is the focal point of an hour-glass 
shaped pool . . . Augustin Fernandez, whose

paintings were reproduced by the National 
Serigraph Society for the guest rooms, studied 
art in Cuba and the Art Students League in 
New York, has exhibited widely in Cuba, Spain 
and the U. S. . . . Under the direction of José 
Gonselo, the firm of Interiors made all the lug- 
gage benches, desk and lounge chairs for the 
guest rooms . . . Francisco Gendes of Taller 
Ebanisteria Cortes was responsible for the mir- 
rors and bamboo curtain used in the upper 
lobby, the writing desks in the guest rooms and 
main lobby writing room . . . Special decorative 
hardware and drawer pulls used throughout the 
hotel were made under the direction of Ernesto 
Landsberger of the firm Tiradores Maga. . . 
Camilo Lopez and the firm of Decoracion y 
Disenos, S.W. executed the furniture for the 
Castellana, Continental and Habana Suites using 
special Du Pont tortoise shell finish on mahog- 
any; several handcrafted pieces in the main 
lobby were also supplied by this firm including 
two large lamp bases and a carved avocado 
shaped wood bowl . . . In one of the private 
dining rooms several photo enlargements of 
antique Cuban seascapes were made from old 
engravings and negatives created by Dr. Roberto 
Machado . . . All furnishings in the coffee shop, 
except kitchen equipment, were executed under 
the direction of M. Mandel-Kern of Contempor, 
S.A. as well as bedroom nightstands, balcony 
furniture in the suites, and the registration 
desk . . . Another artist whose paintings were 
reproduced by National Serigraph is Servando 
Cabrera Moreno who also designed the striking 
rug used in the salon of the Caribe Suite. Mr. 
Moreno, who studied at the National Academy 
of Fine Arts in San Alejandio and art schools 
in New York and Paris, has exhibited in 
numerous international galleries . . . The roof 
garden promenade above the Habana Hilton’s 
swimming pool was first drawn as a work of 
art by painter Luis Martinez Pedro. Landscape 
architects then followed the precise form of the 
painting in plants, tiles and stone for an in- 
tegrated abstract pattern resulting in the first 
known collaboration between an artist and a 
landscape architect. Since 1937, Mr. Pedro has 
been a leader in the Cuban Modern Movement 
and has participated in many group and one- 
man shows all over the world. His work is 
also included in many museum and private col- 
lections in the United States and abroad. One 
of the three heads of a commission who direct 
cultural activities concerned with painting and 
sculpture, he is considered one of the foremost 
modern Cuban painters. He is also represented 
in the Habana Hilton with an abstract oil 
painting in the Continental Suite . . . The huge 
glass mosaic tile mural on the main facade of 
the Habana Hilton was conceived by ceramist 
Amelia Peldez whose design of Cuban fruits 
and flowers required 16 million separate pieces 
of imported Italian mosaic tile. All ceramic 
handpainted bowls and ash trays in the lobby 
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are also of her design, executed in her work- 
shop Ceramic Cubana which she operates with 
Gertrude Ludtke (Mrs. Martin Pedro) 

The tremendous, ten-panel ceramic tile mural 
in the Antillas Bar is the work of Rene Porto- 
carrero who also supplied several original 
paintings for the hotel’s luxury suites. Paint- 
ings by this artist are in the permanent col- 
lections of the Museum of Modern Art and 
San Francisco Museum of Art as well as the 
private collections of such personalities as 
Joshua Logan and Bernard Gimbel . . . The work 
of Domingo Pouble is used in several areas of 
the hotel including murals in the Coffee Shop, 
sculpture in the International Suite and paint- 
ings in the Primavera Suite . . . All executive 
office furniture for the hotel including that used 
in the International Suite, the conference, sec- 
retarial and executive offices was executed un- 
der the direction of Robert Reinbold . . . Gen- 
eral contracting, furniture, lighting and fixture 
manufacturing: all are handled with equal skill 
by Frederico Romillo of the firm La Esmeralda 
as evidenced by such outstanding designs in the 
hotel as the lobby staircase, paneling and archi-

tectural woodwork in the Sugar Bar, ballroom 
and private dining rooms, upholstered pieces 
in the East Suite, dining table and chairs in 
the Caribe Suite, and furniture in Trader Vic’s 
Restaurant . Marvin Shapiro and his firm 
Muebles Marvin supplied cantilevered benches 
in the hotel corridors, cocktail tables in the 
studio rooms, dressing table stools in all the 
rooms, and furnishings for three of the retail 
shops located off the first floor of the hotel .. . 
Lolo Soldevilla created the stone head sculpture 
used on the terrace of the Castellana Suite, two 
paintings and a stone figure group in the 
rotunda of the International Suite . Hugo 
Consuegra Sosa, another artist whose work is 
used in the Habana Hilton, has had several 
one-man shows in Havana, Washington and New 
York . . . Special lamps and lighting fixtures 
in the Castellana and Caribe Suites are by 
Lasker Steinberg whose firm is known simply 
as Lasker . . . J. Gonzalez Tabernilla, whose 
firm Mimbre Art Furniture does some of the 
finest rattan work in Cuba, executed the wicker 
chairs and bar stools for Las Antillas Bar, and 
furniture for the West Suite. 
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New World of Ideas 


The decorative fabrics in the New World of Ideas Col- 
lection by the Celanese Corporation represent the co- 
ordinated efforts of converters and manufacturers pro- 
ducing more than 100 new fabrics expressly designed by 
John and Earline Brice, who traveled in Central and 
South America in the autumn of 1957 in search of ideas. 
Their travels led them through the ruins of ancient 
Incan civilizations and through vestiges of the arts and 
primitive crafts of Mayan cultures, where they acquired 
artifacts of these lost eras and had them crated and 
shipped back to the Celanese Corporation along with 
examples of handwork now being produced by descend- 
ants of these old tribes in the isolated villages of the 
Andes. Textile inspirations were found in such diverse 


items as silver jewelry. gaucho leatherwork and saddlery. 





ceramics, fragments of architecture, and adornments of 


native costumes. There is extraordinary variety in the 
many different designs—although directly traceable in 
part, or in whole, to research material stemming from the 
Central and South American explorations—and each is 
interpreted in fabrics made with Celanese fibers and 
yarns, including Celanese acetate, Arnel triacetate, Celo- 
perm acetate, and Fortisan, the extra-strong rayon yarn. 
Lush tropical prints and baroque architectural motifs 
appear on gossamer sheers, on taffetas and on heavier 
antique satins; rich damasks and brocades take their 
motifs from antique tiles, jewelry and fragments of 
antique fabrics; and there are puffy matelassés inspired 
by pre-Columbian stone work, with Jacquard designs 
reflecting the intricate pattern of Argentine leatherwork.

Photographs In Design 


















The most highly individual and personalized art a house 
can have is, of course, the photograph. And of the various 
types available, the example most likely to enjoy widest 
appeal is the portrait. The interior designer realizing this 
fact can render his clientéle invaluable service in assisting 
in the selection of the photographer capable of producing 
the most artistic and flattering photographs for the client, 
as well as in displaying the photographs once they have 
been acquired. This stimulating idea was the theme of 
a fresh new showing of décor, Young Ideas in Decoration, 
recently sponsored by the Eastman Kodak Company and 
the New York Chapter of the American Institute of 
Decorators. Three outstanding interior designers—John 
Abbate, A.I.D., of Abbate Associates, Inc., Stephen 
Mallory, A.I.D., of Stephen Mallory-James Tillis Interi- 
ors, Inc., and R. Holland Trull, A.I.D., of Tressard 
Associates—created interiors using as the major decora- 
tive motif direct-print, full-color portraits and black-and- 
white photographs in muted tones.

Pageant of Color is the theme of this year’s National 
Homefurnishings Show—the ninth to be presented—and 
one of the most talent-filled exhibitions ever staged. The 
talent is drawn from the New York Chapter of the 
American Institute of Decorators, and for the first time 
in the Show’s history every exhibitor was offered the 
services of an A.I.D. member in designing his space. 
Dates for the Show are September 11th through the 
2\st; the place: the New York Coliseum. 

The use of professional talent is quite in keeping with 
the philosophy of the Show’s director, S. Robert Elton, 
who through the years has done much to further the 
cause of the interior designer. In the current Show, for 
example, twelve rooms have been set aside for the New 
York Chapter, and these idea-filled settings, nine of 
which are shown here in rendering, are one of the high- 
lights of the exhibition. Other special A.I.D. settings 
include four family rooms, designed by committees from 
various Chapters, each devoted to a different region of 
the United States: the Pacific Southwest, Central States, 
New England, and the South Central States. Four interior 
designers, all members of the A.I.D., were also selected 
to design the interiors of an entire house being exhibited 
by Eastman Chemical Products, called the “House of 
Color” (see pages 132 and 133). 

A special event to mark the opening of the Show is a 
preview party on September 20th sponsored by the 
American Theatre Wing, Inc., and the New York Chapter 
of the American Institute of Decorators, with proceeds 
from the $5.00 admission charge going to the educational 
funds of both organizations. Designed to bring the 
applied and performing arts closer together, the showing 
features stars from stage, movies and television, and the 
program was organized under the direction of Guy 
Roop, A.L.D. 

The A.I.D. room settings vary widely in mood and 
style, ranging from a traditionally elegant, 18th century 
French music room by L. Raymond Toucher, A.I.D., to 
a Yukon setting by William Pahlmann, A.I.D., who pays 
tribute to Alaska with an interior reflecting the youthful 
vitality of our 49th State, incorporating such interesting 
design features as an igloo-shaped dining area and walls 
covered in brown hair-like material separated by rough 
pilasters. John Muller, A.1.D., offers-a “quiet room” 
designed for the almost lost pleasures of conversation 
and contemplation, with a muted color scheme of pearl 
gray, smoke, taupe, white and bitter green. Several rooms 
show the compatibility of good designs from the past 
with those of the present: C. Eugene Stephenson, A.I.D., 
for example, combines contemporary furniture with a 


collection of early American antiques for a room which

provides simple but livable sophistication with controlled 
lighting a special feature; similarly, the New England 
Chapter room, although contemporary in spirit, is en- 
hanced by the use of a few pieces of furniture and 
accessories that might have belonged to a New England 
sea. captain. 

This year, more than ever before, the National Home- 
furnishings Show unfolds a panorama of the best designs 
the homefurnishings industry has to offer and presents 
them in their best light—complete room settings created 
by professional interior designers. 


Ten Years in Show Business 





The idea for the first National Homefurnishings Show 
took root ten years ago over a cup of coffee. S. Robert Elton, 
a builder of apartment houses, stores and factories, was 
completing the remodeling of a showroom in the New York 
Furniture Exchange, and a number of manufacturers were 
struck by its unusual display features. “Wouldn't it be a 
good thing for the industry,” one of them suggested during 
a coffee break, “if the public could see furniture displayed 
in this way?” Other manufacturers agreed, and Elton was 
invited to design an exhibition in which their furniture could 
be seen on a national scale. The result was the first National 
Homefurnishings Show presented in 1949 with 36 exhibitors. 

Since that time Elton has been the guiding force of the 
Show, having become sole owner of the project when the 
original investors dropped out after the first year. Numer- 
ous difficulties had to be surmounted, including heavy finan- 
cial losses the first two years and the lack of an exhibition 
hall which prevented the Show from being held one year. 
There was also a determination on Elton’s part to make each 
year’s presentation better than the previous one. In striving 
to achieve this goal, he has gradually changed the format 
of the Show from a commercial to a decorative resource ex- 
hibition, with interior designers playing a more and more 
important role each year. Showman Elton, although short 
in stature, is long on vision, and the homefurnishings indus- 
try owes him a great deal. His energy, vision and knowl- 
edge of the industry are the key to his formula of success. 

“The public,” says Elton, “is becoming increasingly de- 
pendent on the professional interior designer, and home 
owners realize that making a mistake in the selection of 
colors or furnishings can be costly.” The Show is designed 
to help them prevent making these mistakes and in doing 
so benefits both the public and the interior designer. For 
by seeing professionally designed room settings, the public 
becomes aware not only of the furnishings but also of the 
talent which assembled them into coordinated, livable in- 
teriors. This year’s Show promises to reach a new high. 
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“A quiet Room” is the theme of this handsome 
setting by John J. Muller, AI.D., of Muller- 
Bachich, Ltd., who creates a pleasant retreat 
for reading, talking and relaxing: muted color 
scheme combines Amtico vinyl tile floor in 9 
inch squares, formed by triangles of white, pearl 
grey, smoke and taupe, the design carried up 
the small window wall (installed by William 
Gold), white walls, and Kravet upholstery fab- 
rics in taupe on Urban lounge chairs and otto- 
mans, Nubian brown on antique desk chair; 
Thorp raw silk curtains are also white, and 
Venetian secretary is finished in taupe with 
touches of green and white by Marty Furniture 
Finishing; garden effect is created in one cor- 
ner by using angled divider of 4 columns with 
white gravel floor and Green Metal Works chairs 
covered in Greeff fabric; accessories are from 
Doris Dessauer, David Weiss and Muller- 
Bachich; Continental Craftsmen was drapery 
and upholstery workroom.
